RESPONSE TO LETTER WRITER - PART I

he April 30 issue of The Republican contained a letter 
from Barry Krewson that criticized my April 23 column 

Carbon Capture and Sequestration” and urged me to 
answer several questions and better inform my readers. | 
am happy to comply 

lhe first clarification to make is that there are three 
separate components of the current climate-change de- 
bate: scientific, economic and political. This column 
strives to keep focused on the scientific side of topics, but 
occasionally includes economic issues when pertinent. I 
try to stay off politics, which is always contentious ~ dou- 
bly so in the contemporary arguments over “anthro- 
pogenic global warming" (AGW). 

Krewson's major points are quoted here in bold. His 
central thesis is that I am wrong (...comparable to a 
buggy-whip salesman ...) not to share his alarm over the 
amount of carbon dioxide (CO2) that mankind is putting 
into the atmosphere; that is succinctly conveyed via the 
statement: Dr. Sheahen, there is an elephant in the 
room 

More specifically, 
points 

Sheahen ... has gone over the top with his last arti- 
cle... His final conclusion is “Plant life is likely to be 
the fruitful path” to solving this problem. (Is he seri- 
ous?) 

Yes, I'm serious. To plants, CO2 is food. We want to 
take advantage of that fact 

It would be great service to the readers ... 
plain] how fossil fuels were placed in the earth. 

The way nature has dealt with widely varying CO: 
levels for a half-billion years is via increasing or decreas- 
ing plant life. Plant life was once far more abundant than 


now, because fo od was plentiful: CO, was a modest per- 
centage of the atmosphere. Plants gave off oxygen (O2), 
which is a potsonous gas from a plant's point of view 
Eventually the CO2 was nearly all used up, and O2 be- 
came a substantial fraction of the atmosphere. With 
hardly any other life forms to consume their effluent, the 
plants began starving and dying in their own "toxic 
waste." About 300 million years ago a huge fraction of 
plants died and gradually were covered by dirt; looking 
back, we call all that growth the coal forests because (with 
the passage of another 100+ million years buried under- 
ground) they turned into coal. Animal life, which thrived 
on On2, began to prosper and emitted CO2, which provided 
the food needed for plant life to recover somewhat. Dur- 
ing the most recent 100 million years, the atmospheric 
composition has O2 around 20% and CO: less than 1% 
Plants and animals are in balance. 

Sunlight is necessary to keep the entire cycle of life go- 
ing. Sunlight provides the energy to lift molecules like 
H20 and CO: out of their deep energy minima and con- 
vert them to other chemicals. Sunlight is what enables 
plants to extract CO: and H20 from the atmosphere and 
build sugars, starches, and lignin, producing roots, 
branches and leaves. In my April 23 column, I took this 
for granted.

It 
made its way into the Lost 
Land Run area of Potomac 
State Forest in 2002. The 
Maryland Department of 
the Environment and state 
forest staff have been moni 
toring the population's de 
velopment and applying 
some experimenta! controls 
on the area. This, combined 
with the county's bitter win- 
ter temperatures, has helped 
keep the pest in check

Red spruce is native to 
the highlands of Garrett 
County. It was once found 
along all the highest ridges 
and was a highly sought 
timber species. Slash and 
run harvesting at the turn of 
the century bas left this tree 
to be found only in small 
groups here in Garret 
County, though there are 
still large stands just south 
of us into West Virginia 


The tree is very tolerant of 


dense shade, and is able to 
survive and grow beneath 
the hemlocks 

If the HWA begins to kill 
the hemlocks, the red spruce 
will take advantage of gaps 
in the shady canopy, and 
will begin to fill the void left 
by the dying hemlock, mak- 
ing a slow transfer from one 
dense evergreen to another, 
retaining the winter cover 
values offered only by ever- 
green trees, and thereby 
lessening the shock to the 
stream 

As hemlocks die from 
HWA, typically there is a 
slow, natural replacement 
by shade-loving hardwoods 
found in the stand, and the 
evergreen benefits, most 
notably the winter cover, 
are lost.

GC Commissioners Seek To Clarify 
Concerns About Taxes, New Budget 


The Garrett County com- 
mussioners announced yes- 
terday that they wanted to 
clarify some misunderstand- 
ings about the constant yield 
rate, property taxes, and the 
budget process. The officials 
noted the following points: 

1. There has been puzzle- 
ment, confusion, and -mis- 
statements over the con- 
stant yield. The commission 
board, county administra- 
tor, and the Department of 
Financial Services have at- 
tempted to clarify the legal 
requirement to conduct a 
public hearing if the board 
is not going to set a tax rate 
for the next tax/fiscal year 
that will be equal to a rate 
that generates the same real 
property tax revenue as the 
current year. 

A hearing is required if 
there is a possibility that the 
proposed rate could poten- 
tially increase any amount 
greater than that of the con- 
stant yield rate. 

Local governments have 
oftentimes funded increased 
expenses with the actual 
increase in assessments and 
not adjusting the tax rate. 

The Board of Garrett 
County Commissioners be- 
lieves that wording, size, 
and actual placement of the 
legal constant yield adver- 
tisement is what has proven 
to be a successful move by 
the state to redirect public 


opinion related to the in- 
Crease in assessments to tne 
local jurisdiction that must 
establish a tax rate, 

2. The fiscal year 2010 
budget at this time is $71 
million. For comparison, 
the fiscal year 2009 budget 
was amended to $99 mil- 
lion, based primarily on 
adjustments to the capital 
projects fund 

A major component of 
the difference in the amend- 
ed FY 2009 and the ap- 
proved FY 2009 budgets is 
represented in the transfer 
from the county’s designat- 
ed fund balance. This line 
item represents unexpended 
capital costs from FY 2008 
that were designated, car- 
ried over, and amended in 
Fiscal Year 2009 

In addition, the commis- 
sioneérs approved paying off 
the Garrett County Health 
Center and decided to fund 
another group of hangars 
at the Garrett County Air 
port, versus entering into 
additional debt service ob 
ligations 

3. The budget includes 
a 1 cent reduction on the 
real property tax rate and .5 
cent increase in the fire tax 
The county real property tax 
rate has been at $1 since FY 
2006 when it was reduced 
by 3.6 cents. 

4. Projected shortfall in

Juice, fish Creole, mixed vegetables, but 


Local Officials Make Cammonts 
On County State Of The Economy

A major goal of Garrett County public schools is "to 
provide learning experiences which promote the acquisi- 
tion of knowledge, thinking, and problem-solving abilities 
of students, and to prepare them to continue their educa- 
tion and to pursue a career." This goal is always applica- 
ble, regardless of current economic conditions 

With our two comprehensive high schools, students 
may elect a career pathway to prepare them to enter col- 
lege, graduate with a technical program and enter the 
work force, or graduate with a dual college entry program 
with career technical training. Additional training will be 
available in the future through Garrett College with the 
County Career Technical Center for postsecondary and 
adult training. Students may also enroll in college classes 
during their senior year through various dual enrollment 
programs 

Garrett County schools and Garrett College work 
closely with the Garrett County Economic Development 
office, the Chamber of Commerce, the Economic Devel- 
opment Corporation, and the business community to pro- 
vide training and support for the current and future work- 
force needs of the area. As the economy slows down, the 
need for workforce training and retraining becomes even 
more critical. However, it is vital that the type of training 
is correlated with current and future skill sets required 
from the business community. This is not an easy process 
to predict or determine 

A high-quality public school education system is vital 
to the economic development of Garrett County. Prospec- 
tive employers and potential businesses look for a school 
system that demonstrates quality in instruction, facililies, 
and financial support as selection criteria for location. 
Our school system is one of a few in Maryland to annu- 
ally meet AYP (adequate yearly progress) and have no 
schools in improvement statu. Our high schools rank by 
U.S. News and World Report amoug, the outstanding high 
schools in America. With the support of our county com- 
missioners, our schools are maintained very well, with 
numerous renovations and construction projects com- 
pleted over the past 12 years 

The Garrett County school system, being most likely 
the largest county employer, is also a major contributor to 
the support of our local economy. As the economy slows 
down, it is critical for the school system to maintain pro- 
grams and support for instruction, students, and staff. If 
we are able to fund our current budget, we should con- 
tinue to provide a quality education to our students. The 
school system will receive some stimulus funds which will 
help in specific areas such as special education and Title I. 
The problem is that the money is very restrictive and will 
not provide flexibility for our general budget. We all hope 
next year will be better for the national, state, and local 
economy

Can the recession lead to depression? 

This question is not economic, but sociologic. The 
question really becomes "Do these tough economic times 
have a significant effect on our mental well-being?” The 
data would suggest that there is a close correlation be- 
tween our current economic recession and the status of 
our mental well-being. Some mental health professionals 
call it "collateral damage stemming from the present eco- 
nomic situation." Professionals are reporting that more 
than 75% of their patients want to discuss their dismal 
circumstances and bad feelings about the economy. 

About one in five people in this country live with men- 
tal illness. It is predicted that by 2010 we will see a stag- 
gering increase in mental-health issues. In talking with 
families and friends and in reading the newspapers, we 
become sadly aware of the full impact of lost jobs, loss of 
wages, loss of insurance, the inability to support basic 
necessities uf a household, divorce because of lack of fi- 
nances, food bank shortages, people living in tent cities, 
and overloads in medical, psychological, and social ser- 
vices 

The main culprit or driving force in this situation 
seems to be stress. The top stressors for Americans, ac- 
cording to the American Psychological Association, are: 
money (81%), the economy (80%), work (67%), and 
health problems affecting the family (67%). The stress of 
this economy is taking its toll on people's health. Cur- 
rently more people are reporting stress-related physical 
and emotional symptoms than in years past. Nearly half 
of those interviewed reported an increase in stress-related 
symptoms, including fatigue, irritability, anger, and in- 
ability to fall or stay asleep 

Unfortunately, these stressors not only affect the 
adults, but the children in the home as well. Results from 
a study recently conducted have shown that a reduction in 
disposable family income constitutes a risk for child men- 
tal health through increased economic pressure and 
changes in parental mental health, marital interaction, 
and parenting quality. It appears that children internalize 
ind externalize symptoms during a recession. Essentially

Garrett County is showing remarkable resiliency in the 
current national economic downturn. In my opinion, this 
is consistent with the economic patterns we have seen in 
the county since the 1970s. Typically, Garrett County 
does not experience the high peaks and low valleys — the 
booms and the busts — of the national economy. Instead, 
we are a steady-as-you-go kind of place, with a more level 
economic pattern that does not rise and fall as quickly as 
those of other regions. 

In part, that is because Garrett Countians are generally 
still very financially conservative and still know what real 
value means. For example, very few property owners in 
the county were affected by the sub-prime mortgage deba- 
cle. Most homeowners and businesses here understand 
what they can afford, and did not take on a highly lever- 
aged and unmanageable debt load 

When you look deeper at the real estate statistics, the 
trends become very clear. In 2004/2005, generally consid 
ered to be the "peak" of the market, we saw more real es- 
tate transactions than we are seeing today. But unlike 
other areas where prices are dropping, properties in 
Garrett County have maintained and even increased in 
value. In 2004, there were 266 transactions in which 
homes were sold for under $250,000, and the average 
price in that category was $134,948. Last year, when so 
many markets were collapsing, we did see a 45% decline 
in transactions under $250,000 (to 146), but the average 
price was up by 11% to $148,898 

The same pattern holds true for properties over 
$250,000. In 2004, there were 290 sales with an average 
price of $522,871. In 2008, sales were down 40% to 175, 
but the average price increased over $1U00,UUU to $645,25/, 
up by 23%. Combining both categories, the average home 
price in Garrett County in 2004 was $337,282, while last 
year it was $419,954. So our real estate market fared well, 
even as other places were crying doom and gloom 

We cannot deny, however, that many families in our 
county are struggling with lower incomes. These are 
tough times, and for those experiencing difficulty, the 
pain is very real. For the most part, however, Garrett 
County is positioned to do well as the economy recovers 
We did not experience the dizzying drops in home prices, 
and most of our homeowners have maintained their value 
and their equity. For families who do not need to sell in a 
hurry, our real estate market is still a matter of timing. If 

u want to sell, but car fon nger before put- 
ting your home on th rket, you will be well-positioned 
when real estat eller's market For the ke of 
Our national ec my, let us hope that is soon 

Other industries have their own unique patterns, but in 
most sectors, Garrett County is faring well. I note a recent 
report from the GC Chamber of Commerce that shows 
that the tourism industry continues to perform well. Dur- 
ing the winter season that just ended, hotel and vacation 
home occupancy was higher than it was in the previous 
year. At Wisp, we finished the winter with revenues 
slightly ahead of those of 2007/2008. Although we have 
tightened our belt on expenses as all prudent businesses 
have, we have also continued to make upgrades and im- 
provements to ensure that the resort is competitive 

Many economists predicted that Americans would still 
pursue vacations, but limit their long-distance travel by 
choosing instead to vacation in regional resort areas 
within a few hours’ drive of their primary home. That pre- 
diction seems to have been exactly right for Wisp and 
Garrett County over the winter season, and I have every 
reason to believe that it will continue to hold true as 
Americans prepare for their summer vacations

SURE PROGRAM AUTHORIZED 

lhe Food, Conservation, and Energy Act ot 2UU8 autho- 
rized Supplemental Revenue Assistance Payments (SURE) 
Program. The law was signed on October 13, 2008, and 
amended several provisions of the 2008 Act. 

Recent weather events have occurred that have adversely 
impacted 2009 fall-seeded small grain crops. As a result, 
some producers may decide to plant a subsequent crop on 
the failed acreage. One of the factors that may influence a 
producer's decision to plant a subsequent crop is how the 
subsequent crop impacts eligibility for SURE 

The definition for a subsequently planted crop is a crop 
planted during the same crop year on the same land for 
which the first crop is eligible for SURE. Note: If crop 
insurance or NAP is not available for the first crop planted 
or prevented from being planted, and a subsequent crop 
is planted for which crop insurance or NAP is available 
then only the second crop is considered the initial crop for 
SURE purposes

FSA ANNOUNCES CROP YEAR 
MAL AND LDP POLICY 

The Preston County Farm Service Agency remind§ 
producers that Loan Deficiency Payments (LDPs) are pay- 
ments made to producers who, although eligible to obtain a 
Marketing Assistance Loan (MAL), agree to forgo the loan 
in return for a payment of an eligible commodity. Each crop 
year, there are producers who fail to submit an LDP appli- 
cation before beneficial interest is lost in the commodity 

To be eligible for MAL or LDP, eligible producers must 
have beneficial interest in the applicable commodity. A 
producer is considered to have beneficial interest in a com- 
modity if both the following remain with the producer: title 
of the commodity and control of the commodity. 

Producers must complete page | of the CCC-633 EZ 
form to indicate their intentions to receive an LDP before 
the loss of beneficial interest and to file an LDP request for 
payment at any time during the MAL/LDP availability pe- 
riod (before or after losing beneficial interest). By complet- 
ing and agreeing to the terms and conditions before produc- 
ers lose beneficial interest, they may be eligible to receive an 
LDP based on the earlier of (1) the date beneficial interest is 
lost in the commodity, according to acceptable production 
evidence, or (2) the date of request for payment 

The CCC-633 EZ will allow producers to request an 
LDP for each eligible commodity produced on the farm 
for the applicable crop year. The CCC-633 EZ need only be 
filed in one county office for all counties in which producers 
have an interest in an eligible commodity 

By submitting page 2 of the CCC-633 EZ to the FSA 
office on or before the final availability date for each com 
modity, the producer is completing the request for an LDP 
on those commodities. Once page 2 of the CCC-633 EZ is 
submitted to FSA by the producer, those commodities are 
no longer eligible for a Marketing Assistance Loan 

Since the arrival of the new 2008 Farm Bill, for 2009 
through 2012 crop years, to to be eligible to receive a mar- 
keting loan gain (MLG) or LDP, an entity or individual's 
average adjusted 
$500,000 
gross nonfarm income that exceeds $500,000 is not eligible 
for MLGs and LDP payments. However, the person or 
entity is eligible for MAL, but MAL must be repaid at 
principal plus interest, or a commodity certificate may be 
exchanged for the loan collateral

What changed between 
January and May? Well, they 
spent years of being labeled 
as a member of the “Axis of 
Evil,” and they lived up to 
the label when they arrested 
her. What changed was that 
President Obama reached 
out to Islam’s people and 
greeted them respectfully 

She was lucky that she 
wasn't stripped naked and 
then water boarded. Because 
if this story happened in the 
Bush-Cheney years, Amer- 
ica would have attacked 
Iran. It’s possible that we 
are entering a new era, when 
instead of being a big bully, 
we are reassembled into a 
member of the company of 
nations. What rogue nations 
usually want is respect, and 
if they get it, they don’t be- 
have outrageously. 

Iran is a nation with a 
proud history. They don't 
take losses from America or 
western nations. But the new 
position of America toward 
Islam is speaking deeply to 
the new upcoming election. 
It approved the action by 
the current leader because 
it shows he works together 
with the West, at least the 
“new.

At the same time, Cheney 
was busy claiming that the 
new policy of the presiden- 
tial administration “makes 
America less safe.”

rhe future of hydrogen is directly associated with the 
future of electricity, because the least expensive way to 
produce Hp is by electrolyzing H2O. That takes electricity 

over half of which is presently generatéd by burning coal, 

hence producing CO». Getting coal out of the loop for pro- 
ducing electricity is easy to wish for, but to achieve that, the 
national mindset regarding nuclear power has to change 

Think of how many tankers are crossing the Atlantic 
Ocean every day headed for American ports — We import 
over 10 million barrels per day of crude oil. Add to that all 
the unit trains of coal (100 hopper cars) leaving the mines ev- 
ery day. To replace all that requires a big source of alternate 
energy. The pleasant dream that wind and solar power can 
produce enough H: is only entertained by those who have 
never looked at the numbers, never done the calculation. 

With 100+ new nuclear power plants, H2O could be elec- 
trolyzed into an adequate supply of H2, and no CO2 would 
be released. In my view, favoring more nuclear power is 
being part of the solution, per Krewson’s wish. However, 
building new nuclear plants isn't just a matter of technol- 
ogy; economics matters enormously. Consecutive lawsuits 
routinely delay nuclear projects for years, and no utility or 
construction firm can afford to spend a billion dollars and 
then watch it sit idle for a decade. This brings politics back 
into the picture: Until there are major changes in the laws 
affecting nuclear power, the economics will continue to be 
terrible, and even technology in the world won't 
succeed

dd law. Speeding kills, and among the most vul 
nerable are pedestrians in both of the aforemen 
tioned areas. If drivers are endangering these inno- 
cent, unprotected persons by exceeding the posted 
limit, they should be punished. More importantly, 
the law should certainly save some lives 

However, an “experiment” with speed cameras 
being permitted in Montgomery County over the 
past couple of years has really muddied the waters of 
that first glance 

The cameras are placed so that the photos reveal 
the license number of the speeding vehicle. The 
owner of that vehicle, who is not necessarily the 
driver, then receives the fine and is responsible for 
paying it. So in the case of a driver being someone 
other than the owner, it is the owner who is branded 
guilty in the eyes of the court and its records. The 
average motorist who receives a speed camera ticket 
can either fight it in court or send in a check. How- 
ever, the amount of time and effort necessary to get 
a speed camera ticket dismissed is substantial. As a 
result, most drivers — even innocent ones — choose to 
just pay the ticket in order to avoid taking time off 
work to go to court. That's a problem. 

Something else that has occurred in Montgomery 
County is the "cloning" of license plates, or simply 
stealing the tags off another vehicle and placing the 
illegal tags on one's own car. Obviously, if that 
driver speeds in front of the camera, the fine will be 
sent to a totally innocent owner of another vehicle. 
That's a problem. 

Further, among the thousands of drivers who 
have been issued $40 fines in Montgomery County 
are scores of county police officers. The difference is, 
many of the officers are refusing to pay. Why should 
they? The owner is responsible, and the owner of the 
police cars — technically the "guilty" party 
course, Montgomery County. During the last eight 
months of 2007, the department's cameras recorded 
224 instances in which county police vehicles were 
nabbed traveling more than 10 mph over the speed 
limit. Of those citations, 76 were dismissed after su- 
pervisors determined that officers were responding to 
calls or had other valid reasons to exceed the speed 
limit. Nearly two-thirds of the remaining 148 fines 
have not been paid, including an unspecified number 
that "remain under investigation.” That's a problem 

To make matters worse, a couple of officers were 
photographed speeding past a camera and extending 
a middle finger. Nice. That does just wonders for the 
relationship between law enforcement and the gen- 
eral public. That's a problem 

In at least one case, a driver was tailgated by an- 
other vehicle in a speed-camera zone. He slowed 
down to the point of almost stoppifig, but the tail- 
gater did not pass him. Finally, he speeded up ta put 
some distance between him and the tailgater, ex- 
cecding the posted limit in the process and ulti- 
mately getting a ticket. He finally pulled off the road 
and the tailgater came around him - the tailgater 
was a police cruiser. That's a problem 

rhe speed cameras can now be placed throughout 
the state, but it seems that all of the aforementioned 
problems have yet to be solved 

The intent of most laws is usually worthy and 
relatively simplistic, but implementation often brings 
a host of completely unexpected complications.

That month, he 
joined the transition team of then-Gov.-elect 
Martin O'Malley (D), who tapped Rogers's 
expertise as an energy adviser to power produceérs 
and governments. Among the policies advocated 
by the team that Rogers led: expanded wind power 
and less regulation 

As the Assembly got 
underway in January, Rogers, arguing that the law

Appalachia — A Cyclist's 
Paradise? 

What makes cycling in 
western Maryland 
unique and conducive to an 
epic ride on par with the 
classic rides around the 
globe? A number of factors 
come together in western 
Maryland to produce cy- 
cling there that is as enjoy- 
able, tough, and scenic as 
can be found anywhere. 

First, western Maryland 
is in the heart of the Appa- 
lachian Mountains, where 
the climbs are not terribly 
long, but they are terribly 
steep. This is the region of 
the country that Race 
Across America (RAAM) 
riders dread the most be- 
cause of the extreme sever- 
ity of the climbing. Few 
climbs last over a few miles 
in length or gain over 1,500 
feet elevation at a time, but 
the roads regularly go up at 
pitches in excess of 15 and 
even 20% for long enough 
stretches to sap even the 
strongest legs. This is the 
same region as the Savage- 
Man Triathlon, known for 
its extremely challenging 
bike course and 31% Wes-

Second, the scenery and 
views are spectacular.

Why Don’t People 
Like My Dog? 


DEAR PAW’S CORNER: My dog 
“Kip” is really friendly and would- 
n't harm a fly. When I take him out 
for walks he likes to go right up to 
people and sometimes jumps up on 
them for a friendly pat. But last 
week, this woman yelled at me, 
telling me to watch out or she would 
call animal control! What was her 
problem? — Keri in Worcester, 
Mass. 


DEAR KERI: Honestly, the prob 
lem wasn't hers — it’s yours. I'm sure 
Kip is a wonderful dog and just as 
friendly as you say. The trouble is 
people on the street don’t know that 
They just see a dog running up and 
jumping on them, and they're not sure 
of Kip’s intent 

A great many people are terrified of 
dogs, Keri. It's no laughing matter, 
either — most of those who are fearful 
of dogs had some traumatic event in 
their past. But even if they don’t fear 
them, just the sight of a strange dog 
charging at them can incite a fearful 
reaction 

It’s also an invasion of people's pri 
vacy their personal space and 
just bad etiquette all around to allow 
your dog to jump on them 

As Kip's owner, it's your responsi- 
bility to control his behavior. The old 
er he gets and the more he's allowed to 
run up and jump on people, the harder 
it is to train him out of it. And you 
need to train him out of this behavior, 
pronto 

I recommend that you sign up for 
behavior training classes as soon as 
possible. Attend these sessions with 
Kip, listen closely to the instructor 
and follow his or her advice 

Remember that pets are a part of our 
community, and like every other 
member of a community they must 
follow some rules in order for every- 
one to get along. It’s up to you to show 
Kip how to behave on his daily walks
